Suffering  From 

In  the  late  summer  or  early  autumn 
of  each  year,  I  receive  a  letter  from 
the  periodicals  division  of  the 
United  States  Postal  Service.  Upon  see¬ 
ing  the  envelope  in  my  in-box,  I  experi¬ 
ence  the  same  symptoms  that  occur 
when  I  receive  my  1 040  forms  from  the 
IRS:  mild  nausea  and  an  incipient 
headache. 

I  know  that  the  USPS  envelope  con¬ 
tains  a  blank  copy  of  Form  3526,  repro¬ 
duced  below.  Failure  on  my  part  to 
complete  this  form  accurately,  file  it 
with  the  postmaster,  and  publish  it  in 
The  Magazine  can  result  in  a  fine 
and/or  suspension  of  our  periodicals 
mailing  privileges. 

Looking  at  the  form  dispassionately, 
it  doesn’t  look  terribly  intimidating, 
and  you  may  be  thinking  that  my  aver¬ 
sion  to  it  is  an  overreaction.  But  com¬ 
pleting  it  accurately  (That’s  the  key 
word,  really:  accurately.)  requires  dig¬ 
ging  up  some  other  forms,  some  of 
which  are  filled  out  by  us,  some  of 
which  are  filled  out  by  our  printer. 

Then  I  have  to  reconcile  the  numbers 
on  those  forms.  And  then — because  I 
deal  with  USPS  Form  3526  only  once  a 
year — I  have  a  hard  time  remembering 
which  numbers  go  where. 

Then,  of  course,  there’s  the  language 
barrier:  I  don’t  speak  Form  fluently. 
Form  is  the  language  used  by  the  IRS, 
the  postal  service,  most  financial  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  the  folks  who  come  up 
with  standardized  IQ  tests.  Only  in 
Form  will  you  see  phrases  such  as  this: 
Sum  of  5 d.  and  5e.,  if  less  than  6b., 
divided  by  15c.,  times  100.  Just  reading 


Form  Phobia 

that  makes  my  brain  lock  up,  and  1  find 
myself  misquoting  Tennyson  as  a  sort 
of  mantra:  “Mine  not  to  wonder 
why....” 

This  year,  as  an  added  joy,  we  had 
trouble  scanning  a  legible  copy  of 
Form  3526  for  reproduction  in  this 
magazine.  So  if  you’re  having  difficul¬ 
ties  reading  it,  you  might  just  think  of  it 
as  an  informal  eye  exam,  courtesy  of 
the  United  States  Postal  Service.

Learning  to  lead  with  integrity  is  the 
motto  of  The  LeaderShape  Institute!  Thirty-six 
undergraduate  Theta  delegates  spent  six  days 
of  their  summer  break  in  Champaign,  Illinois, 
at  The  LeaderShape  Institute.  In  addition,  six 
members  from  the  three  newest  Theta  chap¬ 
ters  -  HH/Albertson  of  Idaho,  H0/Central 
Florida,  and  Hl/San  Diego  -  were  awarded  a 
partial  scholarship  and  a  grant  to  attend  The 
Institute.  In  all,  42  Theta  women,  representing 
34  percent  of  our  college  chapters,  sharpened 
their  leadership  skills  with  a  Foundation  grant 
totaling  almost  $60,000! 

At  The  LeaderShape  Institute,  partici¬ 
pants  create  a  LeaderShape  Project  to  work 
on  when  they  leave.  The  objective  of  each  par¬ 
ticipant's  project  is  to  create  an  extraordinary 
improvement  in  their  organization  during  the 
next  nine  to  twelve  months.  The  goal  of  each 
Theta  participant  is  to  develop  a  vision  for  her 
chapter  and  to  implement  that  vision  upon  her 
return  to  school  in  the  fall.  Examples  of  some 
visions  are  stronger  recruitment  practices,  suc¬ 
cessful  service  projects,  positive  chapter  atti¬ 
tude,  and  thorough  officer  transitioning. 

To  quote  one  of  the  Theta  participants 
this  year,  "There  are  no  other  words  to 
describe  my  LeaderShape  experience:  it  was 
simply  amazing!"  The  Foundation  grant  recipi¬ 
ents  leave  The  Institute  with  a  tremendous 
amount  of  enthusiasm  for  their  own  visions. 
These  visions  have  been  implemented  at  their 
chapters  very  successfully.  As  a  bonus,  the 
development  of  personal  leadership  skills  in 
each  Theta  will  also  benefit  her  individually 
throughout  her  life.

yet  seen  an  opera  when  she  was  asked 
to  audition  for  the  music  school’s  pro¬ 
duction  of  Mozart’s  The  Marriage  of 
Figaro . 

The  Theta  sophomore  loved  music, 
had  been  told  she  had  a  pretty  voice 
and,  besides,  she  had  a  crush  on  her 
voice  teacher,  so  she  agreed  to  audi¬ 
tion.  When  she  was  offered  the  role  of 
Susanna,  she  was  delighted,  but  unsure 
about  the  time  commitment  since  her 
tennis  team  practice  schedule  conflict¬ 
ed  with  opera  rehearsals. 

She  remembers,  “I  was  so  green 
and  he  (her  voice  teacher)  said,  ‘Well, 
Coburn,  you’re  going  to  have  to  make 


New  York.  In  addition  to  working  with 
an  array  of  accomplished  conductors, 
the  soprano  also  has  numerous  records 
and  CDs  to  her  credit. 

A  Firm  Foundation 

Bom  in  Dayton  and  reared  in 
Mariemont,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati, 
Cobum  says  she  was  something  of  a 
“tomboy”  in  her  early  years.  Her  moth¬ 
er,  a  piano  and  voice  teacher,  made  her 
take  piano  lessons  and  encouraged  her 
to  sing  in  her  recitals.  Although  she 
received  many  compliments  on  the 
show  tunes  and  church  solos  she  sang, 
Cobum  says  she  didn’t  feel  she  was 
exceptionally  talented  and  never  con¬ 
sidered  making  a  living  singing.  “We 
listened  to  Gershwin  a  lot,  but  we

a  decision.  Are  you  here  to  play  tennis 
or  are  you  here  to  be  in  music?’  I  said, 
‘Music,  definitely.’” 

The  young  Cobum  never  fathomed 
how  that  decision  would  change  her  life. 

“I  did  the  rehearsals  and  thought  it 
was  fun,  like  a  game,”  she  remembers. 
“But  when  it  came  time  for  the  first 
performance  —  with  the  lights  and  the 
orchestra  and  the  costumes  and  the 
people  —  when  I  put  my  foot  on  that 
stage  and  started  to  sing,  I  knew  this 
was  what  I  wanted  more  than  anything 
else  in  the  world.  It  was  like  I  was 
born  then.” 

Today,  Cobum  is  a  renowned  sopra¬ 
no  who  for  nearly  20  years  has  been 
counted  among  the  leading  international 
lyric  singers.  The  Ohio  native,  who 
recently  returned  to  the  United  States 
after  living  in  Germany  for  1 7  years,  is 
a  regular  guest  performer  in  the  world’s 
most  important  opera  houses  and  con¬ 
cert  halls,  including  the  Vienna,  Bavaria, 
Hamburg,  and  Berlin  Operas,  and  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House  and 
Carnegie  Hall  in

weren’t  classically  oriented,”  she  says. 
“I  was  kind  of  like  a  floating  leaf  dur¬ 
ing  high  school.  I  wasn’t  serious  about 
too  much  of  anything.” 

Looking  back,  however,  Coburn 
believes  that  her  opera  career  was 
meant  to  be,  beginning  with  “a  great 
foundation”  and  that  pivotal  first  per¬ 
formance  at  DePauw.  “I  really  believe 
I  am  supposed  to  be  doing  what  I’m 
doing  now,”  she  explains.  “I  don’t 
think  I  had  the  personality  for  show 
tunes  or  musicals.  For  some  reason, 
that  just  wasn’t  me.  At  that  point,  I 
was  kind  of  shy.  In  opera  I  could  lose 
myself  in  the  whole  orchestra  and  hide 
behind  the  costumes.  I  never  thought 
I’d  get  interested  in  opera,  but  the 
more  I  listened  to  recordings  and  the 
more  I  sang,  the  more  it  became  a  fas¬ 
cination  for  me.” 

The  series  of  opportunities  that  led 
Cobum  from  DePauw  University  to 
opera  stardom  were,  she  says,  “...  a 
natural  flow.”  When  the  head  of  the 
opera  department  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music  in 
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Rochester,  New  York  —  who  was 
acquainted  with  her  voice  teacher  — 
made  a  side  trip  from  Indiana 
University  to  DePauw  to  hear  her  sing, 
he  liked  what  he  heard.  Cobum  began 
studying  at  Eastman  after  graduating 
from  DePauw  in  1974  with  a  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  in  music  education,  and 
earned  a  master’s  in  music  from 
Eastman  in  1977.  From  there,  she  was 
recruited  by  the  Juilliard  School  in 
New  York  City  for  a  specialized  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  American  Opera  Center. 

Following  the  Flow 

With  encouragement  from  her 
instructors.  Cobum  began  entering 
voice  contests,  something  that  she  says 
is  done  frequently  by  young  singers  in

order  to  be  heard.  After  winning  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  National 
Competition  in  1982,  and  while 
singing  in  New  York  and  doing  tempo¬ 
rary  work  to  make  additional  money, 
on  a  whim  she  entered  a  competition  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil.  Thinking  that,  if 
nothing  else,  she  might  get  a  trip  to 
Rio  out  of  the  deal,  Cobum  submitted 
a  tape.  When  it  was  accepted,  she  still 
didn’t  anticipate  that  anything  would 
come  from  the  competition  and  was 
surprised  when  she  won  first  prize. 

An  even  bigger  surprise  was  still 
ahead.  The  German  juror  at  the  com¬ 
petition,  impressed  with  her  perfor¬ 
mance,  invited  her  to  take  part  in  a 
master  class  in  Germany  with  the  very 
famous  soprano  Elizabeth 
Schwarzkopf.  Although  Coburn  admits 
that  as  a  novice  she  wasn’t  familiar 
with  the  name,  she  readily  agreed  to 
the  two-week,  all-expenses-paid  class. 

Schwarzkopf  proved  to  be  a  formi¬ 
dable  taskmaster.  “She  made  everybody 
else  cry,” 

0peta  -  Hamburg 
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Cobum  recalls,  adding,  “I  didn’t  cry.  I 
just  got  migraine  headaches.”  But  in 
the  end,  the  distinguished  soprano 
invited  Cobum  to  sing  for  the  director 
of  the  Bavarian  State  Opera  in 
Munich,  considered  to  be  the  best 
opera  house  in  Germany  and,  once 
again  not  fully  grasping  the  enormity 
of  the  unusual  opportunity,  she  agreed. 

Cobum  got  the  audition,  was 
accepted  and  was  offered  a  three-year 
contract  on  the  spot.  Without  an  agent, 
she  was  hesitant  to  make  such  a  com¬ 
mitment,  but  she  knew  it  was  the  thing 
to  do.  “It  just  seemed  to  be  perfect 
that  they  were  looking  for  a  leading 
soprano  and  this  was  a  top  opera 
house.  I  would  have  been  foolish  to 
turn  it  down,”  says  Cobum,  who  now 
has  five  agents  in  five  different  coun¬ 
tries.  “I  had  won  the  Met  competition 
and  I  could  have  been  an  apprentice 
there,  but  this  was  really  a  good  job 
opportunity.  There  was  so  much  more 
opportunity  at  that  point  for  young 
singers  in  Europe.  They  [European 
opera  houses]  can  offer  contracts. 
You’re  almost  like  an  employee  of  the 
state,  with  all  benefits  paid.  They  have 
52  different  state-subsidized  opera 
houses  in  Germany  alone,  so  the 
demand  was  there.” 

Despite  her  faith  in  her  decision, 
Coburn  admits  that  she  was  over¬ 
whelmed  and  a  little  frightened  at  the 
prospect  of  living  abroad.  She  credits 
her  experience  as  a  Theta  collegian 
with  helping  smooth  her  way  in  many 
social  situations.  “I  learned  a  lot  of  the 
social  graces  and  how  to  conduct 
myself,”  she  says,  gratefully  recalling 
the  housemother  at  the  Alpha  Chapter 
as  “...  a  lovely,  elegant  woman  who 
insisted  that  everything  be  a  certain 
way.”  Coburn,  Alpha  Chapter’s  song 
leader  for  three  years,  adds,  “I  loved 
the  whole  Theta  experience.  I  always 
felt  accepted  even  though  I  was  gone 
so  much  rehearsing.” 

Commitment  to 
Artistry 

Rehearsals  and  hard  work  continued 
to  be  a  way  of  life  for  Cobum,  particu¬ 
larly  during  her

Germany.  A  typical  day  consist 
ed  of  rehearsal  from  10  a.m. 
until  1  p.m.,  then  an  after¬ 
noon  break,  followed  by 
another  rehearsal  from 
5  to  8  p.m.  or  an 
evening  perfor¬ 
mance.  Between 
rehearsals  and 
performances, 

Cobum  studied 
music  and 
took  advan¬ 
tage  of  the 
cultural 
opportunities. 

“It  was  really 
a  hard-work¬ 
ing  life.  But  I 
didn’t  really 
speak  the  lan¬ 
guage  when  I 
went  there  and 
I  needed  to  be 
occupied  so  as 
not  to  get  lonely,” 
she  explains.  “I  got 
a  lot  accomplished.  I 
learned  a  lot.  People 
go  to  concerts  there  like 
they  go  to  baseball  or  foot¬ 
ball  games  here.  It’s  just  a  part 
of  their  lives.  So  I  got  all  that 
exposure  to  museums  and  culture  that  I 
didn’t  know  much  about  before  I  went 
to  Europe.” 

Learning  the  language  was  an  espe¬ 
cially  important  accomplishment, 
according  to  Cobum,  who  notes  that 
operas  are  usually  sung  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  in  which  they  originally  were 
written  and  that  not  all  singers  under¬ 
stand  what  they’re  singing.  Now  fluent 
in  German,  in  addition  to  some  French 
and  Italian,  she  says,  “I  was  an  intelli¬ 
gent  singer  and  someone  who  really 
wanted  to  portray  something.  In  order 
to  do  that,  you  have  to  learn  exactly 
what  you’re  singing  about.” 

Cobum  has  been  described  by  many 
as  “very  artistic,”  perhaps  in  part  due 
to  her  mastery  of  the  language.  “They 
say  that  I  can  make  you  understand 
what  I’m  singing  about  even  when  I’m 
singing  in  a  language  you  don’t  under¬ 
stand,”  she  reports.

plished  soprano  also  often  is  praised 
for  her  artistic  phrasing  and  a  quality 
of  voice  that  is  uniquely  her  own.  “Just 
as  each  person  has  a  different  speaking 
voice,  each  singer  has  a  different 
singing  voice,”  she  says.  “There’s  a 
certain  quality  that  I  have  that  people 
say  is  this  warm,  rich,  middle  register. 
High,  quiet,  soft  singing  is  my  trade¬ 
mark,  too.” 

Cobum  says  that  choosing  the  right 
roles  has  helped  protect  her  voice 
through  the  years.  “You  don’t  do  roles 
you  shouldn’t  do,”  she  explains.  “I’m 
mostly  a  Mozart  and  Strauss  singer.  I  do 
some  Puccini.  I  would  never  go  into  the

Verdi  or  Wagner.  If  I  did,  I’d 
ruin  my  vocal  chords 
because  I’d  have  to 
push  the  sound  out. 

It’s  not  my  natural 
sound  to  be  volumi¬ 
nous.  My  voice 
carries  just  fine, 
but  it’s  a  different 
quality  of  voice 
than  a  Wagnerian 
voice.” 

The  schedule 
Cobum  main¬ 
tained  while  liv¬ 
ing  in  Europe, 
averaging  three 
performances  each 
week,  also  proved 
advantageous.  “A  lot 
of  singers  get  burned  out 
and  their  voices  get  shot 
from  too  many  performances,” 
she  says.  “But  Munich  was  very 
good  to  me.  They  didn’t  push  me  fur¬ 
ther  than  I  thought  I  could  go.  That’s 
why  I  feel  like  I’ve  been  able  to  keep 
my  voice  for  as  long  as  I  have.” 

Living  in  the  Light 

The  gratifying  level  of  success 
Cobum  has  achieved  now  provides  her 
with  a  freedom  that  she  values.  “I 
loved  Germany  for  the  culture,  and  I 
have  some  wonderful  German  friends, 
but  I  feel  like  I  can  say  with  somewhat 
justified  opinion  that  I  think  the  place 
for  me  is  America,”  she  says.  “I  love 
the  freedom,  the  sense  of  humor  and 
the  lightness  in  living.” 

Noting  that  she  can  live  most  any¬ 
where,  as  long  as  it’s  near  an  airport, 
Cobum  has  moved  back  to  the  United 
States  to  make  her  home  in  the 
Orlando,  Florida,  area.  She  says,  “I 
came  here  for  a  seminar  and  fell  in 
love  with  the  people  of  Orlando. 
They’re  very  friendly,  and  I  love  the 
sunshine.  It’s  really  beautiful.” 

Although  she  continues  to  perform 
all  over  the  world.  Cobum  also  has 
begun  to  teach,  taking  a  sort  of  artist- 
in-residence  role  at  Rollins  College, 
near  her  new  home.  “I  really  feel  like 
I’ve  been  given  a  lot  in 
my  career 


from  many  people,  and  I  love  to 
give  back,”  she  says.  “I  always  had 
students  in  Europe,  so  I  know  I  have 
something  I  can  offer.  And  Rollins  is 
right  here.  It’s  just  perfect  for  me.  It’s 
a  great  position.” 

Something  Cobum  also  hopes  to 
share  with  others  is  an  appreciation  for 
opera.  She  recognizes  that  many  sim¬ 
ply  have  not  been  exposed  to  the  art, 
just  as  she  hadn’t  until  her  college 
years.  “It’s  too  bad  those  people  don’t 
have  a  friend  who’s  an  opera  singer 
like  me,”  she  says.  “So  many  of  my 
friends  were  not  opera-going  people. 
I’d  explain  to  them  in  a  funny  way 
what  was  going  to  happen:  This  guy 
kills  this  guy  and  this  woman  becomes 
neurotic.’  I  could  explain  it  in  my  own 
way  so  it  didn’t  seem  stuffy.  Opera  is 
just  stories  of  lovers’  spats,  unrequited 
love,  and  all  that  kind  of  stuff.  It’s  just 
like  what  goes  on  now.  It’s  just  on  a 
grander  scale  and  sometimes  that 
intimidates  people.” 

Coburn’s  advice  to  budding  opera 
buffs:  “I  suggest  that  you  read  the 
story  of  the  opera  and  just  kind  of  let 
yourself  go,”  she  recommends.  “Let 
yourself  be  immersed  in  the  music.  It 
doesn’t  require  being  intellectual. 
Music  can  touch  any  person.  Let  go, 
and  listen,  and  give  it  a 
chance.”  ■

Okc  'Person  at  a  Time

At  the  rate  she’s  going,  Amy  Mann  needs  a  calculator  to 
add  up  the  differences  that  she  has  made.  In  a  day  and 
age  when  many  of  us  don’t  even  know  our  next-door 
neighbors,  Mann  is  setting  an  exceptional  example  of  com¬ 
munity  involvement.  Her  volunteer  activities  touch  a  broad 
spectrum  of  the  population  in  her  town  of  Waco,  Texas, 
including  everyone  from  young  children  to  senior  citizens. 

Mann’s  list  of  activities  is  impressive.  She  tutors  Spanish¬ 
speaking  children  in  local  elementary  schools;  is  active  on 
the  advisory  board  for  the  Epsilon  Epsilon  Chapter  at 
Baylor;  serves  as  president  of  the  Waco  Alumnae  Chapter 
and  also  of  the  women’s  group  at  her  church;  and,  through 
the  Junior  League,  provides  musical  therapy  at  local  nursing 
homes. 

Mann  grew  up  in  Indiana,  until  her  family  moved  to  Spain 
because  of  her  father’s  job.  She  graduated  from  the 
American  High  School  in  Madrid,  and  came  back  to  the 
States  for  college  at  DePauw  University,  where  she  majored 
in  Spanish  and  pledged  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  After  graduating 
from  DePauw  in  1975,  Mann  moved  to  Chicago  and  worked 
in  personnel  for  Hilton  Hotels.  Hilton  then  transferred  to  her 
Houston,  and  it  was  there  that  she  met  her  husband,  Doug,  a 
CPA,  when  they  were  both  working  at  M.D.  Anderson 
Hospital,  the  University  of  Texas  Cancer  Center.  In  1984,  the 
couple  moved  to  Doug’s  hometown  of  Waco,  where  they  still 
live  today,  with  their  two  dogs,  a  border  collie  and  a  cocker 
spaniel. 

After  the  move  to  Waco,  Mann  began  to  immerse  herself 
in  volunteering.  At  first,  it  simply  seemed  like  a  good  way  to 
connect  with  people  in  her  new  town.  By  chance,  another 
Theta  lived  across  the  street  and  introduced  her  to  the  local 
alumnae  chapter.  And  that  was  just  the  beginning.  Other 
activities  followed,  and  Mann  found  that  the  more  involved 
she  got  in  the  community,  the  happier  she  was.  Volunteering, 
she  says,  feeds  her  spirit. 

And  Mann’s  spirit  is  a  strong  one.  She  lost  her  eyesight  at 
age  30  due  to  diabetes,  and  she  has  also  undergone  two  kid¬ 
ney  transplants.  But  these  difficulties  have  not  stopped  her. 
Shortly  after  she  lost  her  vision,  Mann  spent  eight  weeks  at  a 
Chris  Cole  Rehabilitation  Center  for  newly  blind  adults. 
There,  she  learned  about  the  basics  of  getting  around  and 
functioning  without  sight.  More  importantly,  she  says,  her 


time  at  the  center  built  her  confidence,  and  made  her  feel 
like  she  could  do  anything.  And  she  has.  Since  losing  her 
sight,  she  has  built  herself  a  career  as  a  community  leader, 
and  through  her  community  work  has  passed  her  special 
brand  of  confidence  onto  countless  other  people. 

Out  of  all  her  volunteer  activities,  Mann  feels  that  her 
work  in  bilingual  education  is  perhaps  the  most  rewarding. 
She  uses  her  Spanish  skills  to  teach  young  immigrant  chil¬ 
dren  in  inner  city  Waco  how  to  read  and  learn  in  English. 

She  says,  “The  children  are  so  bright  and  positive,  and  if  we 
can  get  them  on  the  right  road,  everyone  will  benefit.  But 
they  need  all  the  help  that  they  can  get.  And  if  they  can  read, 
everything  else  will  fall  into  place.” 

Mann  also  greatly  enjoys  working  with  the  senior  citizens 
in  her  musical  therapy  program  and 
helping  Theta  collegians  pre¬ 
pare  for  Baylor’s  very 
intense,  annual  campus¬ 
wide  “sing”  competi¬ 
tion.  So  people  from 
at  least  three  genera¬ 
tions  are  currently 
benefiting  from 
Mann’s  dedication 
to  making  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  her  com¬ 
munity,  one  person 
at  a  time.  ■

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Through  the  Years 


Special  Times,  Special  Meals 

F rom  the  early  years  of  the  Fraternity,  sharing 
meals  has  contributed  to  Theta  sisterhood. 
According  to  Sixty  Years  in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta, 
the  first  Theta  banquet  took  place  in  November 
1870.  Minutes  from  the  Alpha  Chapter  at 
DePauw  describe  it:  “About  nine  o’clock, 
preparations  were  made  for  supper.  [The]  chicken 
was  very  nice....  We  feasted  and  toasted  for  over 


an  hour....”  This  first  banquet  became  an  annual 
tradition  and  eventually  evolved  into  a 
Founders  Day  celebration. 

These  photographs  from  our  archives  record  a 
variety  of  Theta  celebrations.
